Marietta Resident Was Wide- 
ly Known as Educator 
and Editor. 


Bernard Awtrey, newspaper editor, 
columnist and educator, died Saturday 
at a Marietta hospital at the age of 
78. He was a member of a pioneer 


Georgia family and his forbears were 
soldiers in the Revolutionary War. 
Mr, Awtrey was county school su- 
perintendent and commissioner of Cobb 
county for 24 years and had served 
as editor of the Acworth Post, Cobb 
County Courier, Marietta News and 
Marietta Journal, At the time of his 
death he was a columnist for the Ma- 
oi Journal and the Cobb County 
mes. 


A native of Georgia, Mr. Awtrey 
was born on his father’s farm near 
Villa Rica. His parents were Wil- 
liam Hill Awtrey and the former Miss 
Louisa Walker Dodson. He received 
his early education in Carroll county 
and later was duated from Oxford 
College, Oxford, Ala.; National Nor- 
mal Institute, Lexington, Ohio,. and 
the University of Georgia, receiving 
his law degree at the latter school. 
Mr, Awtrey served as principal of 
Brewton Academy. Oxford College and 
the Acworth schools. He taught also 
in schools in Cobb county, Atlanta 
and Marshall, Texas. 


During the war he served as food 
administrator for Cobb county and in 
that county he was responsible for 
the consolidation of 18 one-room 
schools. 


Mr. Awtrey was secretary of the 
Smyrna National Farm Loan Associa- 
tion since its organization and served 
as president of the Sacred Harp As- 
sociation for two years. In 1930 he 
was elected a delegate to the National 
Education Association convention in 
Dallas, Texas, 


Mr. Awtrey was widely quoted in 
editorials on agricultural and educa- 
tional subjects and his article, “Vin- 
dication,’ written at the time of the 
Frank case, was widely quoted in all 
sections of the nation. : 


Mr. Awtrey had been married twice. 
His first wife, the former Miss Mar- 
garet Ella King, o* Oxford, Ala., died 
in 1896. His second wife, the former 
Miss. Kate Leon Huffaker, of Marietta, 
aa he married in 1899, survives 

im. 

Other survivors include five sons, 
Commander Robert King Awtrey, U.

Events of history take on their due 


proportions when viewed in the light 
of time. With every passing year the 
capture of Vincennes, more than a 
century and a half ago when the 13 
colonies were seeking their independ- 
ence, assumes greater and more per- 
manent significance. 

The first grave danger as the War 
of the Revolution progressed, lay in 
the effort of the British, with their 
Indian allies, to drive a wedge from 
Canada through the valley of Lake 
Champlain and the valley of the Mo- 
hawk, to meet the British frigates 
from New York at the head of navi- 
gation on the Hudson river. If the 
important offensive in 1777 had been 
successful, New England would have 
been cut off from the states lying to 
the south, and by holding the line of 
the Hudson the _ British, rithout 
much doubt, could have conquered 
first one-half and then the other half 
of the divided colonies. 


The defeat and surrender of Gen- 
eral Burgoyne at Saratoga is defi- 
nitely recognized as the turning point 
of the revolution. 

The .ther great danger lay, there- 
fore, not in the immediate defeat of 
the colonies, but rather in their in- 
ability to maintain themselves and 
grow after their independence had 
been won.

CONTAINER’ SERVICE 
URGED FOR CARRIERS 


Eastman Submits Report on 
Proposed Method for 
Handling Freight. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—(#)— 
Development of x nation-wide “con- 
tainer” service in the movement of 
freight by rail, highway and water 
was proposed today by Joseph B. 
Eastman, federal co-ordinator of trans- 
portation. 

The co-ordinator’s powers are due 
to expire tomorrow unless congress 
acts on a proposal to extend the posi- 
tion. The plan advanced today fea- 
tured a detailed and complex report 
by him on transportation property 
and equipment. 

Savings of. millions of dollars in 
the handling of present freight and 
creation of much new business was 
predicted through use of “containers.’’ 
These would permit “unit”? movement 
of thousands o° products that now are 
handled “piecemeal,” ‘he said. 

Eastman said the idea was not new 
but was now used in a limited man- 
ner in this country in some localities 
and industries, and had proved highly 


successful in several foreign countries |. 


for national and international freight. 
Two Types Described. 

Two broad types of containers were 
described in the 282-page report. One 
was'a platform or rack upon which 
products could be stacked. ‘The other 
was a box-like structure similar to 
the body of a large motor truck or a 
small railroad boxcar without wheels. 
These containers would be loaded at 
the point of shipment, then transfer- 
red by motor truck to railroad or boat, 
and finally delivered intact to the 
destination. 

Eastman said the comprehensive 
plan would “eliminate needless effort 
and expense in the transportation of 
many kinds of freight” and avoid much 
of the present “waste and expense” 
“in the handling and movement of a 
substantial portion of the present 
freight traffic.” 

As an example of savings he cited 
costs in moving a shipment of groce- 
ries from New York to Chicago. He 
said present “cartage and loading” 
costs per ton on this now averages 
$5.60 and that through use of con- 
tainers it would be less than $1 per | 
ton. 


Tonnage Estimated. 

Eastman estimated that nearly one 
hundred millions of tons of freight | 
now moving through transportation | 
channels of this country each year | 
would be benefited by the nation-wide 
container system, 

The ‘containers would be made so 
that they could be used on motor 


ease. Use of them, he said, would end 
much of the “cutthroat competition” 
between various agencies because 
“door-to-door” service would employ 
all forms. 

Motor trucks, he said, would be used 
for the short hauls and movements to 
railroads and water carriers, while the 
long haul business which is the nat- 
ural field for railroad and water trans- 
portation would be spurred. ’ 

Eastman said ownership and organt}- 
zation of the nation-wide container 
system presented serious problems. He 
suggested that a single company prob- 
ably was best with all forms of trans- 
portation represented in the owner- 
ship, or if this was not possible then | 
“independent” ownership. The con- | 
tainer company would rent its prod- | 


ucts to the shippers or the carriers. |

Reported’) Withdrawing. 
_ From Hunan Province. 


SHANGHAI, China, June 14.—({#) 
The Canton (South China) govern- 
ment telegraphed the national gov- 
ernment at Nanking an appeal today 
urging that the nation as a whole take 
a stronger attitude toward Japanese 
acivities in China 

This message, sent by Chen Chi- 
tang, governor of Canton and mili- 
tary leader of Kwangtung province, 
said, however, that forces of Canton- 
ese were withdrawing from Hunan 
province “for the present.” 


(Hunan, attached to the Nanking 
government, borders upon Kwangtung 
province of the Canton regime.) 
National government leaders inter- 
preted the development as a strong 
indication Kwangtung province is un- 
willing to continae it threat against 
Hunan province, which Nanking is 
answering with ever-increasing mili- 
tary concentrations in Fukien, Kwang- 
si and Hunan provinces. 


Road Open for Kwangsi. 


The national government believes 
Canton’s latest. action left Kwangsi 
province alone to prosecute any anti- 
Nanking campaigu. War lords of 
Kwangsi are believed to realize they 
are incapable of waging war alone. 
Thus Nanking was optimistic that 
the southern threat is rapidly disin- 
tegrating, thereby removing the dan- 
ger of civil war. 

Canton’s proposal that Nanking un- 
dertake a stronger Japanese policy 
is expected to be considered at an 
emergency session ot the central execu- 
tive committee of the kunomintang 
(dominant government party) at Nan- 
king July 10. 

There, it is expected, the commit- 
tee will adopt resolutions superficial- 
ly in conformance with Canton’s wish- 
es but care is expected to be taken 
not to bring down Japanese disap- 


proval. 

Drive Believed Halted. 
Although rulers of Kwangsi province 
have not yet declared an intention of 
followjng Canton’'s lead for negotiation 
with Nanking, the fact Kwangsi troops 
are being held on the border is taken 
here to indicate Kwangsi anti-Nanking 
drive has been halted at least tem- 
porarily. 

Although the situation still holds 
grave possibilities, foreigners in Can- 
ton reported they consider the. crisis 
has eased markedly 

The American gunboat Mindano, flag- 
ship of the United States’ South China 
naval patrol, as usual is: at Canton. 
The U. S. S. Asheville attached to the 
South Canton patrol, which has been 
in Shanghai for many weeks, left for 
Manila to be overhauled. 

She is likely to make a routine call 
at Hong Kong. This caused unconfirm- 
ed rumors here that. increased Ameri- 
can naval strength is headed for 
South China.

b. K. CHESTERTON DIES 
AFTER HEART ATTACK 


Distinguished English Critic 
Had Just Completed 
Autobiography. 


BEACONSFIELD, England, June 
14.—(#)—Gilbert Keith Chesterton, 
62, distinguished English author and 
critic, died today of a heart attack 
after a week’s illness. 

“G. K.,” ag he was. generally 
known, became ill when he returned 
from a holiday in France. His’ wife 
was present when he died. The fu- 
neral will be Wednesday. Chester- 
ton completed an autobiography in 
April of this year. 

The author and essayist was con- 
verted to Catholiciem in 1922 and 
became an outstanding champion of 
that church. 

One of the weightiest men in litera- 
ture in a physical as well as mental 
sense, ‘Chesterton . often joked about 
his own bulk. His outspoken criti- 
cisms in addresses and writings fre- 
quently led to controversies. 

The author visited the United States 
several times. Certain aspects of 
American life, particularly prohibition, 
drew barbed shafts from him. 

After his last visit to the United 
States, in 1931, he called New York 
“terrifying,” and said: 

‘I’ve been in Tennessee where, i 
a man insults you, you are expected 
to shoot him with a gun or you're 
not considered a gentleman. Call it 
barbarism or chivalry, it’s the feudal 
spirit full of feud. 

“From one end to the other of this 
magnificent civilization there is no 
such thing as a village. When you 
enter a little town it is simply an 
eyesore to. anybody of European tra- 
dition or instincts. The first things 
met are yellow tin advertisements, tin 
buildings with frameworks of lead 
and glass and tin shops, and then, 
thank God, you are out of town.”

IN RIVER NEAR THON 


Companion Attempts Res- 
cue, and Is in Turn Saved 
by Friend. 


Despite a heroic rescue attempt 
by a companion who could not swim 
and who almost lost his own life, Jos- 
eph Thomas Tumlin, 16, of 314 Grant 
street, S. E., was drowned at about 
1 o’clock yesterday afternoon in the 
South river at Panola Shoals, near 
Lithonia. 

According to his companions, Lu- 
ther Tumlin, 17, a cousin, of 1048 
Dunning street, and Harry Farrell, 
17, of 1062 Capitol avenue, Tumlin 
had been walking in water up to his 
chest when he suddenly became caught 
in a swirling cddy that pulled him ont 
beyond his depth. 

His cousin, who was in shallow wa- 
ter nearby, immediately went out to 
him, and, in attempting to bring him 
in, was nearly drowned. Farrell, not 
a strong swimmer, jumped into the 
water and managed to bring Luther 
ashore. 

Meanwhile, the other lad had gone 
down. Ernest Clark, of Lithonia, 

ived into the water several times 
and finally recovered Tumlin’s body. 
A doctor from Lithonia was called, 
and efforts were made to revive him. 

Finally, hope was abandoned and 
the drowned youth was taken to his 
home in Atlanta, where a fire rescue 
squad alse attempted to gevive him. 
The body was then removed to the 
mortuary of J. Austin Dillon. 

Tumlin went to the Shoals in the 
morning with his cousin and the 
other youth. 

He is survived by his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. D. L. Tumlin; two sisters, 
Betty and Lula Mae Tumlin; a broth- 
er, Lewis; and grandparents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Tumlin and Mr. and Mrs. 
J. A. Slaughter. 

Bruises and scatches observed on the 
body were found to have been made 
by those attempting to revive him by 
artificial respiration, police announced. 


‘UBERTY’ LEAGUE RAPS 
U. 5. POWER POLICIES 


Pamphlet Envisions Threat 
of Socialization of All 
Industries. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—()— 
Protesting that “socialistic experimen- 
tation” has “run riot” in the electric 
industry, the American Liberty League 
today issued a 30-page pamphlet con- 
demning the power policies of the 
New Deal. 

“The steps toward socialization of 
the electric power industry, already 
taken in an unbelievably short space 
of time, bear witness to what may be 
imminent in other industries if present 
policies are continued,” the booklet 
said. 

“The government has seized _ the 
market of the private electric power 
industry im many areas. The threat 
of complete socialization hangs over 
the industry in practically all sections 
of the country.” 

The League denied that ‘VA de- 
served credit for “greatly increased” 
sales of electricity and appliaféces by 
private companies in the Tennessee 
valley. The state of Georgia led all 
states east of the Mississippi in home 
power consumption as early at 1932, 
it said, and the recent rise in appli- 
ance sales has been greater elsewhere 
than in the TVA area. 

The administration’s flood control 
and navigation improvement measures 
were described as “legal fictions” to 
disguise efforts to socialize the power 
industry. 

“The TVA proposes in its program 
of reservoir construction to inundate 
permanently considerably more than 
twice as much land in the Tennessee 
valley as ever has been affected by 
floods,” the League said. “No im- 
portant development of navigation is 
expected, and if it actually took place 
the chief effect would be to injure the 
railroads.” 

The League listed 10 congressional 
activities, which it. contended contrib- 
ute “to the trend toward socializa® 
tion.” They included TVA, the Rural 
Electrifi ition Administration, federal 
grants for local power projects and the 
proposed Mississippi Valley Authority. 

The Mississippi Valley Authority 
bill, it declared, “affects one-third of 
the area of the United States and one- 
fourth of its population. It builds up 
a super-state with sovereignty superior 
to that of almost half the states of 
the Union.”

In a signed statement addressed “‘to 
Eugene Schacher,” the RFC chairman 
landed the 32-year-old pilot. 

“I thought you would live,” the 
tribute read, ‘“‘you had such determi- 
nation, such courage, such endurance 
and self-control under the most terri- 
fying circumstances and such great 
physical pain, 

“You stuck to your post in a veri- 
table furnace, with the white heat lit- 
erally burning the clothes off your 
body. You did this notwithstanding 
Pilot Ed Hefley begged you to leave 
the pit to him.” 

After describing the heroic accom- 
plishment of Schacher and Hefley in 
landing the burning plane. safely, 
Jones said: 

“You fortitude under the greatest 
imaginable suffering was an inspira- 
tion and a lesson.

Sulphur and Molasses Is Tonic 
For Dogs, Say Luther Connally 


Rear a dog as your grandmother 
reared her children, says Luther Ross- 
er Connally, and you will have a 
healthy animal that will cause little 
worry. 

Luther Rosser Connally is an At- 
lanta fireman, son of the retired As- 
sistant Chief Charles P. Connally Sr., 
of the Atlanta police department, and 
a cousin of the late Joe Brown Con- 
nally, who was one of Atlanta’s bet- 
ter-known sportsmen. 

Around his house at 735 Olympian 
drive, S. W., Connally has construct- 
ed kennels where he devotes his idle 
time away from No. 5 Engine House, 
breeding and rearing English bulldogs, 
American bull terriers, commonly 
known as pit bulls,-and Boston ter- 
riers, 

“A dog is like a human being,” 
Connally tells his visitors, as he em- 
phasizes the wisdom of the old maxim 
about an ounce of prevention ‘being 
worth a pound of cure. — 

Simple Remedies. 

Connally’s name ‘is also becoming 
more and more well-known among dog 
fanciers of Atlanta as.time and again 
he proves that his simple home reme- 
dies are the stuff, even though they 
may not be just what the veterinarian 
ordered. 

Connally has taken some forlorn 
wrecks of dogs into his backyard ken- 
nels and has restored them to healthy 
activity. Slowly he is earning a repu- 
tation as the last hope for a dog be- 
fore its is chloroformed, but Connally 
dodges discussion’ of the efficacy. of 
his cures and operations in competi- 
tion with Aftlanta’s veterinarians. 

“Atlanta has 20 first-class. vets,” 
Connally remarked yesterday. “They 
have earned their degrees in a diffi- 
cult course’ of. study. They: have built 
hospitals and their profession is learn- 


ing more and more about dog® every 


day. I am not a veterinarian. 'm just 
a sort of practical nurse. 
Regular Examinations. 

“Dog fanciers could save themselves 
money and their dogs untold suffer- 
ing if they would visit veterinarians 
regularly for an examination of their 
animals, just as some wise people 
visit doctors for a’ periodic physical 
examination. Most people wait until 
the dog is so far gone, however, that 
it is impossible for anyone to do any- 
thing for the afflicted animal.” 


To insure the good health of a dog, 
Connally sugegsts these six rules for 
the care of the animal. 

1, Proper feeding and fresh water 
with sulphur rock and about one ounce 
of lime water added. 

2. Sanitary quarters. 

3. Daily exercise. 

4. Plenty of sunshine. 

5. Moderately warm quarters 
winter. . 

6. Bathing, grooming and a careful 
guard against the development of any 
skin disease. 

Old-Fashioned Tonic. 

“Keep the dog’s system clean,” said 
Connally. “Our grandmothers had an 
excellent spring tonic in that faith- 
ful old remedy, sulphur and molasses. 
I clean all my dogs internally every 
spring with that old-fashioned tonic. 

“The most common diseases among 
dogs are diseases ofthe skin. There 
are 22 different types of skin diseases 
and each calls for a different treat- 
ment, These. can’ be ‘avoided, usually, 
|if the dog is -properly fed; cleaned 
externally and internally.” 

Milk. of magnesia is another fav- 
orite remedy for internal disorders. 

Connally has learned to operate on 
dogs, removing tumors, clipping ears. 
He ‘gives his dogs osteopathic treat- 
ments, massaging their stomachs regu- 
larly if they seem to need that. atten- 


tion. 
Never Without Dogs. 

Connally beeame a lover of animals 
during his boyhood. His cousin, Joe 
Brown Connally, noticed how he was 
attracted to the dogs, guinea pigs, 
game cocks, pigeons and horses at 
“The Homestead,”: the home of the 
late Dr. EB. L. Connally on Ashby 
street, in. West End. Joe Brown gave 
Luther his first litter of puppies and 
since -then, Luther has: never been 
without dogs. «=. 

He has runways: home-made exer- 
cising machines for his three favorite 
breeds. The idle hours that he spends 
at Engine House No. 5 at the head 
of the Peters Street viaduct are de- 
voted to solving the problems of dis- 
tressed dogs brought to him from over 
Atlanta and, with the mysterfof the 
dog’s symptoms: puzzled out, ‘Connally 
goes home to start his treatment.

Federation of Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs; Miss Rose 
Schneiderman, president of the Na- 
tional Women’s Trade Union League, 
Washington; _Mrs. William G. Hib- 
bard, of Winnetka, Ill., and Mrs. Mal- 
colm McBride, of Cleveland, Ohio. 

Each woman receiving a chain let- 
ter is asked to mail copies to five 
other women and to invite five women 
to dinner, luncheon or tea for a per- 
sonal talk on the administration. Also 
in progress is a slogan contest, the 
winner of which will get a free trip 
to the democratic national convention 
at Philadelphia.

REBIDS BY OPENING NO-TRUMP 
BIDDER. 


If, over an opening one no-trump 
by you, yoir partner raises to two 
no-trump, he kas shown you a_hwld- 
ing of about one and one-half honor 
tricks. 

As opening hand, you now should 
pass only if your hand contains the 
minimum of four honor tricks (or 
three and one-half honor tricks). — 

if you hold four plus honor tricks 
or more, or only four honor tricks, 
but seven or eight honor cards, you 
should proceed to three no-trump. 

With a biddable four-card major 
suit inelnded in your no-trump require- 
ment, you may show this suit after 
a raise to two no-trump unless your 
hand is a minimum. 

When your partner raises to three 
no-trump, in every case the opening 
hand should pass. 

Bad Double. : 

Any bid that can Jose 1,000 points 
and gain only 100 or 200 is, per se, a 
bad bid. In every game there arises 
this question of playing with or 
against the “percentages.” In poker 
it obviously is foolish to risk $5 when | 
only $1 may be won, and even in con- 
tract, which is in no sense a gam- 
bling game, the clever player refuses 
to risk much to gain little. 

In doubling a slam contract the 
utmost care must be taken to make 
sure that the double will not defeat 
its own purpose; in other words, that 
it will not guide declarer to the line 
of play that will fulfill his contract. 
That was the fate of West's double in 
the following hand.
